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ORDNANCE NOTES, 


A I1}¢ inch nicke! steel plate representing 500 tons 
of armor for the monitors Puritan and Monadnock 
bas been received at the Lndian Head Proving Sta- 
tion and will be tested early next week. The first 
plate of the lot tried failed to come up to requires 
ments and the second trial is given under the same 
conditions. Should this plate, too, be rejected it is 
possible that further trials may be given the firm 
which furnished it. 





A plate 13}¢-inohes thick has been put in place at 
the Sandy Hook Proving Station, and projectiles 
representing the first lot for the 12-inch guus will 
s00n be fired at it for acceptance trials. Toe pro- 
jectiles are furnished by the Carpenter (o., and are 
the first of this size for the Army. Tne Navy, how- 
ever, bas been furnished with several lots. The 
tests will be held some time next week. 





Arms and Explosives proposes the formation of 
an instituuion of gua makers as a means of raising 
the status of the gun trade, of improving its pros- 
pects, and of uniting it into a strong and harmo- 
nious whole. The same paper telis us that “gun- 
makers, sportsmen, and powder-manufacturers are 
at ‘he present moment equally interested in con- 
sidering the possibility of combining the properties 
of quick ignition and slow burning in one powder: 
indeed, it is commonly believed that the powder 
which will combine these qualities to the maximum 
degree will, in all probability, prove to be the much- 
sought-for-ideal.”’ 





Preparations have been completed at the Naval 
gun foundry in Washington for one of the most im- 
portant ordnance operations which bas ever been 
attempted in thiscountry. The event is important 
for two reasons, for it will mark the completion of 
the first nickel-steel guns ever constructed, and will 
also determine the value of a new process which, if 
it proves successful, will revolutionize the assemb - 
ling of heavy ordnance. Both gun and process are 
largely in the nature of au experiment. Tae mag- 
nificent results obtained from the use of nickel- 
steel 10 armor plates turned the attention of the 
ordnance officials of the Navy to its probable value 
as a guv material,and acting upon the idea forgings 
were ordered for an 8 inch breech-loading rifie, 
‘Th+ se forgings bave been completed, and at the ord- 
nance factory here for some months, but the as- 
sembling of the gun has been delayed in order that 
an entirely new process, which had been submitted 
tothe Department, might be used in putting the 
gun together. The method proposed required the 
erection of a special furnace, aod this bas now 
been completed, and is in readiness for the trial. 
The feature wherein the new process will differ 
most radically from that nowino use is that the 
pieces are assembled inside of the furnace. Under 
the present method the jackets are heated and taen 
carried to the tube, often at considerable distance, 
Some cooling necessarily resulte, and the new in- 
Vention will obviate this, as well as reducing to a 
minimum the danger of the parts becoming stuvk 
before they arein place. This happened to one of 
the big 13-inch guus a few months since, and cost 
the govcrument several thousand dollars to repair 
the damage. Another thing claimed for the pro- 
cess is that it will permit the disassembling of 
guns, 80 that @ worn out tube may be replaced and 
the remaining paris used, while under present con- 
ditions tbe erosion of the tube to the point of use- 
lessness causes the loss of the entire piece, Tae new 
gLn when finished will be set upat the Naval Prov- 
ing Grounds near Washington, and subjected to 
the most s-vere usage in order that its qualities as 
compared to simple steel may be determined. It 
will be used in the tests of armor plate and pro- 
jectiles, powder and other experimental work.

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THE HALE REORGANIZATION BILL. 


8. 1564, Hale. That the active list of the line of 
the Navy shell be comvosed of 20 rear admirals. 65 cap- 
tains, 80 commanders, 135 lieuterant-commanders, 260 lieu- 
tenants, and pot more than 215 junior lieutenants and en- 
signs. The numbers above assigned to the different grades 
sba}l not include officers who were appointed to the active 
list of the line from the volunteer service. The said offi- 
cers sball continue on tbe active list in addition to the 
numbers provided for by this act, ur til removed by casu - 
alties or precess of laws now in force, and shal! not be re- 
tired by the operation of any of the provisions of this 
act. Upon reaching the head of anv grade they shall, af- 
ter passing the examinations pow required by law, be 
eligible for promotion to the first vacancy in the next 
higher grade. Numbers v cated by them in the grades to 
which they are assigned by the provisiors of this act shall 
pot be considered vacancies and shall not be filled. On 
the first day of July of each yeara sufficient number of 
ensigns shall be cc mmissioned to fillthe vacancies of the 
preceding year: Provided. That not more than forty are 
commissioned in any one year. Officers, after performing 
three years’ service in the grade of ensign, shall, after 
passing the examinations now required by law, be eligible 
for promotion to the grade of junior lieutenant. Officers 
of the line in the grades of captain, commander, and lieu- 
tenapt-commeander may, by official application to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, have their names placed upon a list 
which shall be known as the list of “applicants for volun- 
tary retirement,” provided they bave had thirty years ser- 
vice on tbe active list. When the vacancies during any 
fiscal year above tbe grade of lieutenant-commander are 
less than 18, and above the grade of lieutenant are less than 
21, the Secretary ot the Navy sbail.on or about July 1, 
convene a board of five rear admiral*, and sbal! place at 
their disposal the service and medical records of all officers 
in the grades of captain, commander, and heutenant-com- 
mander. The board, considering only the efficiency of the 
Naval Service, sba!l then select by July 30 asufficient num- 
ber of officers from the applicants for voluntary retire- 
ment to cause the before-mentioned vacancies. Should 
there not bea sufficient number of applicants for volun- 
tary retirement to carry out the provisions of this act, the 
board sbal! select, considering only the efficiency of the 
naval service, the necessary additional number from the 
entire grades of captain, commander, and lieutenant- 
commander, and upon the approval of the Secretary of 
the Navy and of the President, the officersso selected 
sball be placed upon the retired liat, to date from June 30 
of that year: Provided, That under the provisions of this 
act not more than tour officers from the grade of lieuten- 
apt commander,and pot more than five officers from the 
ecmbined grades of commander and captain are selected 
for retirement in any one year. Officers selected for re- 
tirement under tbe provisions of this act sha!l have the 
rank of the grade from which they are retired, and pay on 
the retired list as if they had been retired forage. The 
grade of commodore is bereby abolished from the active 
list of the Navy. Officers on the active list of the several 
staff corps of the Navy eutitied to the relative rank of 
commodore shall bave the relative rank of rear-admiral, 
und those entitled to retire with the relative rank of com- 
modore shall retire with the relative rank of rear-admiral: 
Provided, That nothirg contained in this section shbali be 
construed to entitle them to an increase of pay, either on 
the active or retired list: And provided further, That the 
loregoing provisions shail not apply to officers now on the 
retired list of the Navy. 

Sec, 2. That the present active list of the Medical Corps of 
the Navy sha}! consist of 18 medical directors with the rela- 
tive rank of captain, 18 medical inspectors with the relative 
rank of commancer, 30 surgeons witb the relative rank of 
lHieutenpant-commander, 55 surgeons with the relative rank 
of lieutenant, and not more than 45 assistant surgeons with 
the relative rank of junior lieutenant or ensign: Provided, 
Thateafter the grages are thus established there shail be 
obly ove promotion to the several grades for every two 
vacancies, and only one entry for every two vacancies in the 
corps, uptil the numbers in the said grades and corpsrare re- 
duced to 14 mevica) directors with the relative rank of cap- 
tain, 14 medieal inspectors with the relative rank of com- 
mander, 25 surgeons with the relative rank of lieutenant- 
commancer, 43 surgeons with the relative rank of lieuten- 
apt, and not wore than 35 assistant surgeons with the rela- 
tive rank of junior lieutenantorensign. Assistant surgeons 
witb the relative rank of ensign, after three years’ service 
in that grade, shall, after passing the examinations now re- 
quired by law, be eligible for promotion to the grade of as- 
gistant surgeon with the relative rank of junior lieutenant. 

Sec. 3. That the pay corps of the Navy snali consist of 11 
pay directors witb the relative rank of captaip, 11 pay in= 
spectors with the relative rank of commander, 17 paymas- 
ters with the relative rank of lieutenant.commander, 31 
Ppaymasters with the relative rank of lieutenant, 
and not more than 25 assistant paymasters with 
the relative rank of juoior lievtenant or ensign. 
There shall be but one promotion to the grade of pay 
director, pay inspector, and paymaster, with the reia- 
tive rank of lieutenant commander, for every two vacan- 
cies in those grades, until the numbers in such grades 
are reduced as provided for by this act. Assistant paymas- 
ters with the relative rank of ensign shall aftertbree years’ 
service in that grade, after passing the examinations now 
required by law, be eligible tor promotion to the grade of 
aseistant pr ymester with the relative rank of junior lieu- 
tenunt. There shall be no more entries ip the pay corps, 
and Jipe Cfticers sball be assigned 10 duty as peymasters as 
the Secretary of the Navy may direct. Line officers acting 
#8 78) masters ehall give bond, subject to the approval ot 
the Secretary of the Navy.in the sum of $20,000, for the 
fuitbful pertormance of duty. 

Sec. 4, That the present active list of the Engineer Corps 
of the Navy shall consist of 20 chief engineers with tbe re- 
lative rank of captain, 20 chiet engineers with the relative 
rapk of commander, décbiel engineers witb the relative rank 
of lieutenant-commander, 60 engineers with the relative 
renk of lieutenapt,and not wore than 50 assistant engineers 
with the relative ran of junior lieutenant or ensign: Pro 
vided, That after the grades are thus established there shail 
be but one promotion to the several grades for every two 
vacaccies until the numbers in said grades are reduced to 9 
cbief engineers with the relative rank of captain, 9 chief 
engineers with the relative crank of commander, 14 chiet 
ergineers with the relative rank of lieutenant-commander, 
x7 engineers witb the relative rank of lieutenant, and not 
more than 22 assistant engineers with the relative rank of 
junior lieutenant or ensign; and there shall be but one en- 
try for every three vacancies in the corps until the total 
} umber in the corps is reduced to 80 as18 provided for by 
this act. Assistant engineers with the relative rank of en- 
sigp, after three years’ service in the grade, sha)l, after 
passing the examinations required by law, be eligible 
jor promotion to thegrade of assistant engineer with 
the relative rank of junior lieutenant. The assistant 
engineers now on the active list of the Navy who com- 
pleted the six years’ course at the United States 
Naval Academy in the year 1886, and those who were 
graduated subsequent to that date, are hereby transferred 
to the active list of the line of the Navy, to take rank with 
their classmates in the line according to their standing at 
final graduation, as may be determined from their records 
by the academic board of the Naval Academy. Naval ca- 
dets of the engineer division, who complete the six years’ 
course at the U. 8. Naval Academy within four years after 
the passage of this act and who are not selected to fill va- 
cancies in the Engineer Corps, shail be considered eligible to 
fill vacancies in the line, ana sball be selected with their 
clessmates of the line division according to their standing 
at tinal graduation, as may be determined from their rec- 
ords by the academic board of the Naval Academy. When 
the Engineer Corps is reduced as provided for by this act 
they shall pertorm theduty of acorpsof designing and 
constructing engineers, and shall be detailed to superintend 
the machinery of such sea going vessels as the Secretary of 
the Navy may direct. Astbe corpsis reduced they shal! 
graaually be relieved from standing regular watch duty 








over the engines by acorps of warrant engineers hereafter 
to be authorized. ‘ 

Sec. 5. That the active list of the construction corps of the 
Navy shall consist of 4 constructors with the relative rank 
of captain, 4 constructors with the relative rank of 
commander, 6 constructors with the relative rank of lieu- 
tenant commander, 12 assistant constructors with the rela- 
tive rank of heutenant, and not more than 9 assistant con- 
structors with the relative rank of junior lieutenant. 

Sec. 6. That there shali be nofurther appointments of 
officers nor any furtber enlistments or re-enlistments for 
the active list of the Marine Corps,and the marines sball 
gradually be withdrawn from sea going vessels. As the 
number of enlistments in the Marine Corpsis reduced the 
numberof enlistmentsof wen in the Navy shal! be increased 
at the rate of 500a year: Provided, That the number shall 
not be increased more than 2,000 above the present number 
allowed. Officers on the active list of the Marine Corps, who 
completed the six years’ course at the U.S. Naval Academy 
in the year 1883, and those junior to them are hereby trans- 
ferred to the active list of the line of the Navy. to take rank 
with their classmates according to standing at final gradua- 
tion, to be determined from their recocds by the academic 
board of the Naval Academy. As the marinesare withdrawn 
from the Navy-yards and shore stations the necessary 
guard duty sbal) be performed bythe available enlisted 
men of the Navy anda corpsof watchmen, the necessary 
pumber of watchmen to be determined and appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy. Thecorpsof watchmen hereia 
provided for shall be formed and recruited entirely from 
the enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Coros who have 
performed at least 20 years’ faithful service: Provided, That 
they sball not be appointed unless recommended by a regu- 
larly organized board of three commissioded officers. The 
service of a watchman shall be considered naval service, and 
he sha'! be paid at the rate of $70 per month, and he may, 
after 10 years’ faithful service as watchman, be placed 
upon the retired list with a pension of $35 per month. Offi- 
cersot the Murine Corps of the line »nd generalstaff re- 
maining on the active list, as provided by this act, sball 
have charge of the marines aud watchmen at the several 
yards and shore stations, non-commissioned officers yer- 
forming duties of the juoior commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps; and they shall be assigned to duty in thes v- 
eral bureaus as members of boards, Courts-martial, and 
such other similar duty ashore anu afloat now performed by 
them as the Secretary of the Navy may direct. The office 
of colonel commandant shal! cease to exist when vacated by 
the present incumbent, and there sha'l be no further ap- 
pointments to the general staff of the Marine Corps. Noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to affect the pay, em >lu- 
ments, or promotion of any officer remaining on the active 
list of the Marine Corps after the transfer herein provided 
for bas been effected. Upon reaching the head of any grade 
they shall,» fter passing examinations now required by law, 
be eligible for promotion to the first vacancy occurring in 
the next higher grade. The Murine Band shall be retained 
end reorganized under the direction of the Secretary of the 

uvy. 

Sec. 7. That officers now on the active list of the line, and 
those transferred by this act to the active list of the line, 
shal fill the grades provided for by the first section of this 
act, according to seaiority, without meatal examinations, 
but no officer shall receive a new commission unless be has 
been pronounced pbysically and morally qualified by the 
examining boards now provided : Provided, That after the 
grades are thus filled every officer shali be required to pass 
the examinations now provided by law, befure promotion 
to the next higber grade: Provided further, That officers 
transferred from tbe Engineer aod Marine Corps may, upon 
application, have their examinations deferred for a period 
of one year after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 8. That the corps of chaplains in the Navy shall con- 
sist of 2 chaplains with the relative rank of captain, 4 chap- 
lains with the relative rank of commander, 5 chaplains with 
the relative rank of lieutenant, and 4 chaplains with the re- 
lative rank of junior lieutenant. There shall be but one 
promoticn for every two vacancies until the grades are re- 
duced as above provided, and there shal! be no further ap- 
pointment of chaplains uotil the total number in the corps 
is reduced to 14. 

Sec. 9. That there sball be no further appointments of 
civil engineers or professors of mathematics in the Navy: 
and the United States Naval Observatory is hereby trans- 
ferred from the Navy Department and placed under the 
care and supervision of the Roard uf Regents of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, and shall hereafter be styled the * Na- 
tional Observatory,” and the annual appropriations for its 
maintenance and improvement shill be made under the 
head of “appropriations for the Smithsonian Institution 
and National Observatory.” 

Sec. 10. That there shail be no further appointments of 
sailmakers, boatswains, carpenters, and mates in the Navy. 

Sec. 11. That no commissioned or warrant officer now in 
active service, not transferred to the line by this act, shall 
be reduced in rank or deprived of his commffsion or war- 
rant by reason of any provision of this act reducing the 
number of staff and warrant officers. 

Sec, 12. That officers of the Navy will take precedence ac- 
cording to the rank or relative rank; officers of the same 
rank or relative rank shall take precedence according tothe 
date of their commissions, 

Sec. 13. Tbat the President shail appoint for vessels in 
actua! service a8 Many warrant engineers and ordnance 
macbinists as may, in bis opinion, be necessary and proper : 
Provided, Tbat not more than 50 warrant engineers and not 
more than 10 ordnance machinists are appointed in any one 
year. The Secretary of the Navy shall appoint two perma- 
nent boards, consisting of not less than three commissioned 
officers, one on the Atlantic and one on the Pacific coast, 
for the examination of candidates for the position: of war- 
rant engineers and ordnance machinists. No person shall 
be appointed warraut engineer or ordnance macbinist who 
bas not passed physical, mental,and practical examinations, 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, before one 
of the said boards. Any person appointed from civil lite 
shall not be more than 30 nor less than 21 years of age. Any 
person appoincted from the naval service shail not be more 
tban 40 nor less than 21 years of age, and must nave served 
at jeast five years on a seagoing navai vessel. Warrant en- 
gineers, atter being selected by the board herein provided 
for, sball serve two years on a seagoing vessel with an act- 
ing appointment, when upon the recommendation of the 
commanding officer and the chief engineer, or if there is no 
chief engineer, the executive officer of the vessel, they shall 
receive their warrants. Ordnance machinists shall be sub- 
ject to the same conditions, except that they shal! be recom- 
mended by the captain and executive officers with whom 
they served during their acting appointments. Warrant en- 
gipeers and ordnance machinists shall be known and shall 
be entered upon the naval register, as ** Warrant officers in 
the naval service of the United States,” and shal! receive a 
salary of $900 per annum on the date of first appointment, 
with an increase of $25 for each year’s service on the active 
list atter date of appointment: Provided, That no warrant 
engineer or ordnance machinist shall receive a greater sal- 
ary than $1,500 per annum: And provided further, That 
they sha)] be placed upon the retired jist at the age of 
sixty, or for disqualifications resulting from inju :ies in the 
line of duty, and when so retired their pay upon the re- 
tired list shali be seventy-five per centum of the yearly 
salary to which they were entitled at the date of retire- 
ment. The Secretary of the Navy may assign one war- 
rant engineer to each sea-going naval vessel as “ cbief 
warrant engineer,” and while so serviog he shall receive 
an addition of ten per centum to his silary as above pro- 
vided for, 

Sec. 14. That the Secretary of the Navy shall appointa 
board of not less than three commissioned officers, to be 
convened during the two years subsequent to the passage 
of this act, to whom he shal! refer ali doubtful questions 
that may arise in executing the plan of reorganization 
herein provided for. and the said board shall be authurized 
to make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to 
carry outupd perfect the pian of reorganization herein 
contained. The de3isions, rules, and regulations of said 
board, when approved by the epesetary of the Navy and 
the President, shall have ali the force of law. 


Sec. 15. That the pay of rear admiral sball be the same ag 
that now provided by law. The pey of all commissioned 
officers of the Navy, of and below the grade of captain, on 
the active list of the line, medica), pay, and engineer corps, 
shall be computed as fellows: On the date of first com. 
mission the sea pay to be considered as $1,400 per year, with 
an annual increase of $80 for each succeeding year of ser. 
vice on the active list: Provided, That in no case shall the 
sea pay allowed exceed $4,500 per annum. In comput. 
ing the pay of any officer under the provisions of this act, 
bis first commission shall be cossidered to bave been dated 
six years subsequent to his “date of precedence ™ as pub- 
lishea in the Otticial Register of the Navy. Dates of pre- 
cedence from Jan.1to June 30,of any year, shall be con. 
sidered as dated January lof the same calendar year; 
dates of eye from July 1 to December 31. of any 
vear, sball be considered as dated January 1 of the ensuing 
calendar year. 

Officers on shore or other duty shall receive ten per cen- 
tum less than their sea pay; officers on leave or waiting or. 
ders shail receive twenty per centum jess than their sea 
pay: Provided, That officerson leave fora period longer 
than three months at their own request shall receive thirty 
per centum less than their sea pay: Provided further, That 
no greater reduction than twenty per centum shall be made 
while on sick leave: And provided further, Tbat.an al- 
lowance of ten per centum,in adaition to the salaries ag 
computed above, shall be given to commanding officers of 
seagoing war vessels, and an allowance of $200 per annum 
to officers on the active list of the pay curps and to line 
officers performing the duty of paymasters: i 
That such additional allowances shall not be considered in 
computing the amount to which they are entitled on the 
retired list and shall vot be considered in computing the 
pay of commanding officers on shore duty. 

Sec. 16. That officers on the active list of the Navy order. 
ed to perform duty onshore who are not provided quarters 
shall receive an addition of 15 per cent. to their annual pay 
in lieu of quarters. Rear admirals is command of fleets or 
Squadrons shall receive an allowance for official entertain- 
ments, for which they mnst fur ish vouchers, subject to 
the approval of the Secretary of the Navy, bution no case 
shall such allowance exceed $2,000 per annum. 

rec. 17. That Sec. 1588 of the Rev. Stat. is hereby amended 
as {cllows: Strike out the clause “beequal to75 per cent. of 
the sea pay provided by this chapter tor the grade or rank 
which they held, respectively, at the time of their retire- 
ment,” and insert **be equal to 75 per cent. of the sea pay to 
which they were entitled at the time of their retirement.” 

See. 18. That nothing in this act shall be construed to af- 
fect the pay or status of officers now on the retired list, or 
Officers on the active list not in the line of promotion. 

Sec, 19. That the term of enlistment for the enlisted men 
of the Navy shall hereafter be four years, and the enlisted 
men of the Navy shall bave ali the privileges of naturaliza- 
tior, continuous service, and retirement now accorded voy 
law to the enlisted men of the Army. Tae laws for admino- 
istering the oath of ailegiance now provided for the otticers 
and enlisted men of the Army shal! hereafter Ye applicabie 
to the officers and enlisted men of the Navy.

LOSS OF THE KEARSARGE. 


A cable from Colon, Feb. 8, #9 va: 

The United States corvette Kearsarge, flagship of 
Acting Rear Admiral 0. F. Stanton, was wrecked 
on Ronecador reefat 6450’clock Friday evening, 
Feb. 2, The Kearsurge was under both sail and 
steam atthe time and was going about ten knots 
when she struck. A heavy sea was running, and as 
the character of the cays in these waters was well 
kpowpn to the’ Kearsarge's officers,it was evident that 
safety lav in torcipg ber as far up on the cay as 

oesible before she began to break up. According- 
y sbe was at once lightened by beaving her gunus 
overboard. One of the first to go was her splendid 
old 11 incb sfter pivot, the gun that did such terri- 
ble execution on the Alabama in their famous 
fightin 1864. Next the masis were cut away, not 
only to lighten her, but also to provide material for 
constructing rafts. It would have been madness to 
attempt to make a landing in such a sea in the in- 
tense darkness of a tropical night, and therefore 
there was potbing to be done but to wait till morn- 
ing. A terrible nigbt was passed, the waves pound- 
ing beavily over the stern and weather side as she 
swupdeg more and wore broadside on. On Saturday 
morving, Feb. 3, a line was got ashore, and all 
bands were finally Janded safeonthe cay. Owing 
totbe mwanver in which the waves bad swept the 
decks and filled the bolds only a little fresh water 
and aemall quanity of provisions could be saved. 
Three boats were got ashore but little injured. 

As there is almost no water on the reefand about 
200 men were camped there with atrifling supply 
one of tbe boats was immediately put in order to go 
to Old Providence for rehef. Lt. (J. G.) F. R. 
Brainard and Naval Cadet Thomas L. Sitt, with a 

icked crew of volunteers, left the cay. On reaclh- 
pg Old Providence and finding there nothing capa- 
ble of taking off the shipwrecked crew thev cameon 
to Colon for assistance. When they left Roncador 
Cay the Kearsarge was breaking up fast. 

A despaicb received by the Secretary of the Navv 
op Thursday from Lt. Brainard, dated Colon, Feb. 8, 
wasas follows: ‘“Kearsarge sailed from Port au 
Prince, Hayti, Jan. 30. for Biuefielde, Nivaragua. 
Was wrecked on Roncador Reef Feb. 2. Officers 
and crew safe.” 

Secretary Herbert sent a cable despatch to Lieut. 
Brainard directing bim to charter a steamer and 
proceed at once to the rescue of the shipwrecked 
officers and crew. Later in the day Secretary Her- 
bert received a telegram from Lieut. Brainard stat- 
ing that the mail steamer City of Para, which an- 
chored at Colon Feb. 8, was available for tbe pur- 
pose, and as be bad full authority to make whatever 
arrangements were pecersary it 18 assumed by the 
Department that she bas been engaged, and that 
she is vow on ber way to Roncador Reef, which is 
about 250 miles from Colon, and presuming the City 
of Para ieft for the scene of wreck on Feb. 8, sone 
shou'd reach Roncador Reef by Feb. 10. Her 
regular day of sailing from Colon is Feb. 14. 

Another account states;tbat tbe sbip took fire 
from coals thrown from the furnaces as she heeled 
over after striking. After a sharp fight the fire 
was extinguished. Provisions were thrown over- 
board before abandoning the sbip, in the hope that 
they would wash ashore to be plucked from the 
surf. As soon as the officers and crew were landed 
acamp was established on the isiet of Roncador 
and enough food to last a month was pivked up 
but no fresh water was procurable; a brackish 
water can be procured by digging wells near the 
centre of the little coral island. Te sailing direc- 
tions state that it is fit only for culinary purposes, 
and it ie not used by fisherman for drinking. 

When the Aguan, with Gen. Warner Miller and 
his party, was wrecked at Roncador in March, 1861, 
one of the party discovered a supply of water on 
the is!and. The Mi:ler party remained six days on 
thessod bank before they were taken off by the 
Presidente Carazo, which Chief Offiver Lapéley’s 
boat bad overbauled at Providence ‘sland. 

The Kearsarge, when she struck Roncador Reef, 
was ep route trom Port-au-Prince to Bluefelds, 
Nicaragua, to protect American interests there. She 
was the temporary flagsbip of Acting Rear-Adwiral 
O. F, Stanton, North Atlantic Station, commanded 
by Comdr. O. F. Heyerman, the other officers being 





as follows: Lieuts. Charles T. Force, Charles H. 
Lyman, and Burns T. Walling; Lieuts. (j. ¢.) Jobn 
Hood and Frederick R. Brainard: Eosigns Herbert

The Kearsarge was classed as a third-rate and 
was a wooden screw veesel of 1.550 tons, built at 
Portsmouth, N. H., in 1862. The historical associa- 
tions connected with her gave her a value beyond 
ber actual importance as a cruiser. At the time 
of ber memorable conflict with the Confederate 
cruiser Alabama, off Cherbeurg, France, on Sun- 
day, June 19, 1864, the Kearsarge wasin command 
of Capt. John A. Winslow, and carried 163 officers 
and men and7 guns, including two ll-ivch Dahl 
grenps. Her commander, to better protect bis ves- 
sel, hung iron cables over the side amidships, The 
Alabama was a vessel of about the same tonnage, 
and carried 100-lb rifle, one 68 and six 323. She was 
in command of Capt. R. Semmes; her crew num- 
bered about the same as that of the Kearsarge. The 
two vessels kept circling round and round about 
1,200 yards apart. the Alabama firing the first 
broadside, which did no damage. The firing of the 
Alabama was rapid and wild, while that of the Kear- 
sarge wa; deliberate and true, the heavy guns being 
aimed below the water line, and at the end of balf 
an hour a 11 inch shell from the Kearsarge struck 
the Alabama amidships, doing terrific damage. At 
the expiration of an hour the Alabama, tben onthe 
retreat, struck ber colors and sank ia tweuty min- 
utes, carrying with ber many of ber crew. but 70 of 
whom were saved. The casualtieson the Kearsarge 
only three mon wounded. The Kearsarge wasstruck 
witb 25 or 30 shots, 12 or 13 taking effect in her bul, 
but not seriously hurting her. The most trouble- 
some shot was a 100-]b, shell, which entered her 
stern port without exploding. Tne Kearsarge fired 
173 projectiles against 370 or more snot and sbeil 
from the Alabama. The destruction of the fire 
from the Kearsurge can be judged from the fact 
that one snot alone killed and wounded 18 men on 
tbe Alubama and disabled a gup, and avother shot 
entered ber cos! bunkers, exploding and blocking 
her engine room. lp the enzgsgement the Alabama 
fought seven gunsand the Kearsarge five, both ex- 
ercising the sturboard battery.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE Royal Sovereign, now nearing completion at 
Pembroke dock yard, bears one of the oldest names 
on the British Navy List, the first ship of the name 
having been built in 1512. 

THE British Admiralty bave definitely decided to 
spend the bulk of the money to be granted by the 
Treasury out of next year’s expenditure in the lay- 
ing-down of seven new battle-ships. 

Tue French Minister of Marine has fi ced the total 
of the personnel of the French Navy for the pres- 
ent year at 41,200 men. 249 naval officers are attached 
in one way or another to the torpedo service. 


THE next number of the Journal of the American 
Society of Nav.:1 Engineers will contain, besides 
other important papers, a full account of the parlie- 
mentary inquiry into the loss of the Victoria. The 
paper will be thorougbly illustrated with plans, 
diagrams, and sections of the unfortunate ship.

THE annual Register of the War Department, 
now ready for distribution to the Service, shows 
but few changes during the past year in the senior 
officers of the Army. The three Major-Generals 
hold their relative positions and in tbe Brigadiers 
there was but one change, that caused by the re- 
tirement of General Carlin and the promotion of 
Colonel Elwell 8. Otis, of the 20th Infantry. In 
the Adjutant-General’s Department the retirement 
of General Robert Williams caused the advance- 
ment of Colonel George D. Ruggles, the next offi- 
cer in rank, leaving Colonel Vincent now second in 
the Department. The suspension of General Swaim, 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, leaves Uolo- 
nel Lieber as the acting head of the Department. 
When General Swaim retires, which will be Dec- 
22, 1896, and before the expiration of his sentence, 
there will be an opportunity for the promotion of 
Colonel Lieber to the rank of Brigadier-General. 
In the heads of the Quartermastec’s and Subsist- 
ence Departments there were no retirements in 
the year, but in the Medical Department Colone] 
George M. Sternberg succeeded General Suther- 
land, who retired. During the year eight officers 
resigned their commissions in order to be trans- 
ferred to other branches of the Service, and twelve 
other officers resigned entirely from the Service. Of 
this number five were ist heutenants, five 2d lieu 
tenants, and two were post chaplains. Forty-nine 
officers in all died in the year. The highest in rank 
was Major-General Samuel S. Carroll, retired. Four 
brigadier-generals, six colonels, four lieutenant 
colonels, five majors, and a large batch of captains 
and lieutenants and chaplains are included in the 
list. Only one officer was dropped and two dis- 
missed. The present enlisted force is about three 
thousand less than the law permits. In the number 
of enlisted men and officers of the various State 
militia New York State leads all others and has 
peatly twice the number of any other State. Her 
National Guard is given at 12,955 men all told; 
Pennsylvania comes next in point of strength witb 
8,600; Ohio follows with 5,825, and South Carolina 
supports the fourth largest with 5,805 men; Illinois 
has a little over 4,000; California the same; Massa- 
chusetts about 5,000, and the other States varying 
from 3,000 to 300 for Idaho. The grand aggre- 
gate is given by the Register as 112,496.

POST vs. COMPANY MESSES. 


WE have published a number of opinions on the 
subject of messing, which may be of value to both 
promoters and antagonists of the post mess. These 
opinions we have published as they were received, 
without prejudice for or against them. It appears 
that general messes are now in operation at nine 
posts, exclusive of staff posts. At the latter, the 
general mess has been considered just the thing, 
without a dissenting voice. It is different, how- 
ever, at our regular line posts. Here the mtroduc- 
tion of the general mess, like many other innova- 
tions, has met with formidable opposition. Of the 
nine post commanders who are at present in charge 
of posts with a general mess, and can therefore 
speak from experience, five are, we learn, 
decidedly in favor of the post mess, two desire a 
return to the old system of company messing, and 
we are not informed of an expression of the views 
of the other two. Most of the post commanders 
are without experience to guide them in an expres. 
sion of opinion concerning a general mess. Of 
those who have given expression ef their views, 
forty-one prefer company messes, and nine post 
messes. Nineteen claim that post messes impair ef- 
ficiency for field service, and six that they do not. 
Seven consider the post mess more economical], and 
two the company mess. Opinions as to other merits 
are about evenly divided. 

The principal merits claimed for the post mess 
are better food and greater variety; less labor, time 
and trouble; greater economy, convenience and 
comfort; and, it is further claimed, that it teaches 
the men order and good habits of dress. The dis- 
advantages urged are that it is less satisfactory and 
gives less comfort, that individual tastes are not so 
well considered, that it teaches no self-reliance, 
and has not the home quality of the company mess 
and impairs field service. It would appear, how- 
ever, that field cooking is, and always will be, dif- 
ferent from barrack .cooking, no matter whether 
company or post messing prevails. It is done with 
different tools and is a different art. One colonel in 
command of a large post, with three years’ experi- 
ence in post messing, remarks: ‘*The cook- 
ing in the company mess is as different from ‘field 
cooking’ as the cooking of the post mess is, and I 
see no good reason for the opinion generally enter- 
tained by company commanders at this post, that 
if post messes are adopted there will be no cooks in 
the company for field cooking. A cook from either 
company or post mess would easily fall into the 
methods of cooking in the field.” Another ofticer 
of high rank remarks that ‘ the post mess teaches 
men order and good habits of dress, and does not 
interfere with field service, G. O. 93, 1891, carried 
out at post.” 

One of the officers now cupeeeinn a post where 
company messing prevails, states: ‘‘I have had ex- 
perience in conductiag a post mess and consider it 
far superior to the company mess system; if pro- 
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perly managed, it is more economical, better in 
every way, and it does not interfere at all with the 
preparation of troops for field service. The field 
mess outfit and cooking is entirely independent of 
post or company messing.” The following table, 
compiled from reports for the past two years, may 
serve to express the opinion of organizations in re- 
gard to food and cooking of company and post 


messes: 
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From this table it seems that whenever the quan 
tity, quality, variety, suitability, or cooking of the 
food is reported universally satisfactory it is where 
the general mess prevails, and there has been no 
dissatisfaction at all expressed for two years at any 
post where the general mess prevailed under any 
of these heads generally, except two. 

llow our Army actually messed in war is still 
well known among us; and how all other civilized 
pations mess their armies both in peace and war is 
uot ubknown. It seemed admitted on all sides that 
the soldiers’ fare was not satisfactorily prepared or 
served after a century or so of the company mess, 
What was published by officers of, the Subsistence 
and Medical Departments seemed ,to prove that 
no beneficial-echange in the constituent elements of 
the ration was to be expected: so it was decided 
‘osee if any improvement could be effected in the 
manner of preparing and serving the retion. The 
experiment was tried at the recruiting depots and as 
it was declared to be a decided improvement it was 
decided to try the experiment of extending the sys- 
tem; but no rapid and radical change is being ef- 
fected in our Army, and the question of company 
or post messes is still an open one. The experiment 
should be given a fair trial. Identity of opinion 
can hardly be expected as to the best means 
to attain an object all unite in desiring. Certainly 
all agree that military efficiency and economy is of 
the first importance, and that harmony and con- 
lentment are admirable concomitants of this, and 
that good fare is of the first consequence in gaining 
any and all of these. 





PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY. 


THE bill to reorganize and increase the efficiency 
of the Navy personnel (S. 1564 on p. 408), introduced 
by Senator Hale ‘‘by request,” does not promise to 
enlist a united navy in its support. It abolishes 
the commodores, increases the rear admirals to 
twenty, the captains to sixty-five, the lieutenant 
commanders to one hundred and thirty-five, and 
cuts off five commanders and thirty from the 
two junior grades. It cuts heavily into the staff 
corps and abolishes the Marine Corps altogether. It 
provides for voluntary retirement after thirty 
years’ service, and if the applications for such re. 
tirement are not sufficient then for the forced re. 
tirement of the least worthy. Officers heretofore 
haying the relative rank of commodore are to have 
the relative rank of rear-admiral. Promotion for 
length of service is provided in some of the lower 
grades; the pay corps is to be hereatter recruited 
from the line officers; the engineers are to be con 
fined to tne work of designing and constructing 
engines and superintending the machinery of such 
vessels as the Secretary may direct, their duty as 
watch officers to be intrusted to a corps of warrant 
engineers. Officers at present on the active list of 
the Navy are not to be subjected to mental exami- 
nations. Civil engineers and professors are to be 
abolished, and the Naval Observatory is transferred 
to the Smithsonian Institute. Sailmakers, boat- 
swains, carpenters and mates are also abolished, 
after the present incumbents disappear. There are 
some changes in pay, and allow ance is made to rear- 








admirals in command of fleets or squadrons for 
table money. The term of enlistment is fixed at 
four years, and the privileges of naturalization, con- 
tinuous service, and retirement, now accorded by 
law to the enlisted men of the Army,are extended to 
the Navy. Every officer can figure out for himself 
the elements which are likely to cgmbine for and 
against the passage of this bill, which we give in 
full, under our heading of ‘“‘Congress.” 

The joint sub-committee of the two houses of 
Congress upon the personnel of the Navy did not hold 
a meeting this week, and will not meet again until 
the plan of reorganization to be submitted by Sec. 
retary Herbert is received. The Secretary had ex- 
pected to send a letter transmitting the details of 
his plan to the Committee on Friday of this week, 
but he was unable to complete it in time, and the 
probability now is that it will be sent im early next 
week. It is understood that Secretary Herbert’s 
recommendations will be much more conservative 
than the plan proposed by the Hale bill, already 
before the sub-committee. He will recommend 
changes in the organization of the;line that will re- 
sult in giving officers command rank at much ear- 
lier ages than at present, as he believes that it is 
absolutely necessary in the interests of efficiency 
that officers should be placed in position of indi- 
vidual responsibility early in life if their best qual- 
ities are to be brought out and developed. 

The recommendations to be made in regard to 
the staff corps and the Marines will be along 
conservative lines, and will be such as to acceler- 
ate promotions as much as possible without increas- 
ing the expense of the service to the Government. 
As soon as the Secretary’s recommendations have 
been received by the Chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee—Senator Butler—he will call a meeting of 
his associates and active work will be commenced 
at once. The Committee has already had a num- 
ber of special bills of various kinds referred to it, 
bat it has not considered any of them, and if the 
general character of the plan recommended by the 
Secretary is such as to meet with approval it is the 
intention to make it the groundwork of whatever 
may bedone. The Committee will call Secretary 
Herbert before them, and will‘also call on a num- 
ber of representative officers of the line and the 
various corps to give their opinions as to what 
ought to be done. Senator Butler hopes that some 
definite plan may be decided upon in time to be 
acted upon before the end of the present session of 
Congress, but if this is found to be impracticable the 
committee will sit during the recess and will have 
the bill ready to report at the beginning of the next 
session. ,

PRIVATE letters from Rio report that the arrival 
of Admiral Benham put an end to some difficulties 
which had arisen previously to his arrival between 
the officer in command of our squadron, our Minis- 
ter to Brazil and our consul to Rio. It also termi- 
nated the suspension of an officer commanding one of 
our naval vessels, which had followed a difference 
between him and the officer in temporary command. 
‘The advantages of having aa officer of superior rank 
in command of a squadron are obvious. Thesimple 
fact that his rank gives him dignityand importance 
is a great aid in maintaining authority, not to speak 
of the snperior experience which should accompany 
superior rank.

THE prospects for changes in regiments and 
troops this spring are not considered favorable. 
The whole matter depends upon the appropriation 
for the transportation of the Army, and this is not 
so large now as to warrant a general shifting 
around of troops. Army Headquarters, which has 
all such questions in charge, has not as yet given the 
question thought, and will not touch upon it until 
later in the season, when it can be known defi- 
nitely how the funds will stand before the close of 
the fiscal year. 








THERE 1s no truth in the statement that the War 
Department authorities are contemplating the es- 
tablishment of a Department to be known as the 
Department ot the South. A suggestion to that 
effect has been made by some of the representa- 
tives in Congress from the Southern States, but 
Secretary Lamont has not given serious considera- 
tion to the subject, and he and General Schofield 
intimate that it is extremely unlikely that the 
change suggested will be made during the present 
administration. Secretary Lamont had the whole 
subject of the re arrangement of military depart- 
ments under advisement at the time it was decided 
to substitute the Department of the Colorado for the 
Department of the Arizona. The exchanges made 
at that time were as far as the Secretary cared to 
go, and he has not changed his views since in re- 
gard to any further rearrangement of commands, 








THE reception to the officers of the Army and 
Navy by President Cleveland took place on the 
bight of Feb. 3, and notwithstanding the pelting 
rain there was a large attendance. Needless to say, 
it was a brilliant occasion. 








THE case of Capt. Edward L. Zalinski, which has 
been before the War Department fora number of 
weeks, was finally disposed of by Secretary La- 
mont, who ordered that Capt. Zalinski be retired 
from active service, on account .of disability inoi- 
dent to the service. Capt. Thomas F. Quinn, 4th 
Infantry, has‘also been retired at his own request, 
baving served in the Army 40 years. 








OrFicers of Admiral Irwin’s Squadron at Hono- 
lulu report that the situation there is far from be- 
ing a8 strained and disagreeable as would be in- 
ferred from the published reports in the news- 
papers, and it seems that things appear pretty 
much as usual to the naval observer.

These 
appointments exhaust the quota of cadets at large. 
The vacancies were created by the failure of two at 
large cadets at the semi-annual examination.

Tue Army and Navy Gazette, noticing the conclu- 
sion of theseries of articles upon the United States 
Navy. contributed to the last number of the United 
Service Magazine, says: “He describes now, in 
great detail, the regeneration of the administration 
and personnel, and the system now in operation. } 
His account of the various administrative bureaus 
and dockyards is full of interest, and will be of per- 
manent value. Turning to the personnel, Mr. Swin- 
burne describes the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
as differing essentially from the Britannia ‘in the 
fact tbat it is practically a university as distinct 
from a public school.’ Tbe age of admission is from 
15 to 20, averaging about 17. The whole system we 
are told is excellently fitted to turn out bighly 
trained and scientific officers, and its effects are 
good morally and physically. But, while Mr. Swin- 
burne holds the average American officer to be asa 
scientist fully «qual, and perhaps superior, to the 
generality of officers in any pavy in the world, 
there is, he says, a decided want of more tecnnical 
scientific training for the men. The United States 
have accomplished wonders in the regeneration of 
their navy, and we do not doubt that they will yet 
succeed in manning the new fleet with thoroughly 
efficient complements.” 








In the North American Review for February, 
Emil Frey, former!y an officer of volunteers in our 
Army and now President of the Swiss Republic, bas 
an article entitled *“*My American Experiences.” 
President Frey came to the United States in 1860, 
immediately upon his graduation from the Univer- 
sity of Jena, and though well supplied with money 
be preferred to work, and took service with a 
farmer, who in bis youth, as coachman, had driven 
the elder Frey to the Federal Diet at Lucerne. 
Young Frey enlisted in the 24th L[llinois June 17, 
1861, and was appointed color bearer. He subse- 
quently raised a company of Swiss for the 824 LIli- 
nois and was chosen 2d lieutenant, Ist lieutenant 
and cap‘ain. At Gettysburg he was captured while 
acting as major. [f anyonecan doubt the borrors 
of prison lifeat the South he would be satisfied after 
reading President Frey’s plain narrative of bis own 
experiences. “J know,’ he says, “‘ that the present. 
generation of the people of the Southern States re- 
fuses to believe the fact that the Northern prisoners 
were ill-treated and that thousands of our brave 
boys died of want and hunger, and it would not be 
s& new story for the North to hear.”’ This use of the 
word “our” is significant, coming as it does from 
the head of an European State. It shows how com- 
pletely President Frey has identified himself with 
uf in sympathy and the soldierly feeling of com- 
radeship. He wasin prison eighteen months, dur- 
ing which he was chosen as one of three officers 
who were set aside as hostages for three Confeder- 
ate officers sentenced to be hung and informed 
that no earthly power could save them from the 
same fate in the event of the execution of the Con- 
federa‘es. One of the other two was Major Goff, of 
West Virginia, formerly Secretary of the Navy and 
now a Federal Judge. These hostages were sub- 
jected to such intolerable hunger while in Libby 
awaiting possible exevution, that they caught and 
eat the rats that infested thecellar where *hey were 
confined in a dark cell, nine feet long by six and a 
half feet wide. **[t required a dreadful hunger,” 
says President Frey, “to conquer the disgust we had 
for these beasts.” For two of the three hostages 
named there has been certainly a strange transform- 
ation since the time when they were catching and 
eating rats in the condemned cell of Libby Prison— 

one to the head of the Swiss Republic and the other 
to the Uabinet of the President of the United States. 
Who need despair, however adverse the fates, with

der unusual circumstances.

On Sunday next, Feb. 11, Brevet Brigadier-Gen- 
eral George B. Dandy, Lieutenant-Colonel and 
Deputy Quartermaster-General, U. 8. Army, will 
reach his sixty-fourth birthday and pass from the 
active to the retired list after an bonorable service 
dating from 1847. when he enlisted in Co. I, 10th 
U.S. Infantry. He took his discharge in 1848, en- 
tered the Military Academy in 1849, left in 1852 be- 
fore graduation, enlisted in the lst Artillery in 1854, 
and ip 1857 was promoted 2d lieutenant, 3d Artil 
lery. In 1862 he was appointed to the Quarter- 
master’s Department. As colonel of the 100th New 
York Infantry, from August, 1862, to August, 1865, 
he proved his ability as asoldier, and gallantry is 
attested by five brevets, major to brigadier-general 
in the Regular Army and brigadier-general of vol- 
unteers, for Fort Wagner, Deep Bottom, Fort Gregg 
aod generaily in the field during the war. He is at 
present stationed-in Omaha, which he will likely 
meke his home, and where he and his estimable 
family bave a large circle of friends. 








In a return of the salaries, pay and pensions of 
tbe House of Lords, issued at the instance of Lord 
Monkwell in July last year, we find that there are 
153 peers receiving pay, pension or allowance; but 
to these 153 must be added the two dozen bishops, 
whose names do not appearinthe return. These 
bisbops and two archbishops receive about $750,000 
annually. 86 of the 153 peersare in the Aruiy or 
Navy. Of these four have received in commuta- 
tion and gifts alone $1,070,000. Lord Alcester bas 
received $125,000 in a single payment and has $4,750 
as a retired admiral’s pay. Lord Wolseley has re- 
ceived $275,000 in two single payments and is now in 
receipt of $14,000 for his position in Dublin, besides 
36,075 as allowance, $500 for meritorious service and 
$500 for wounds. In all, $21,675 annually. Altoge- 
ther the military peers receive annually $135,000 
pay and $14,500 allowances; the naval peers $55,000 an- 
Dually with large allowancee. Four royalties draw 
$600,000. Judges’ pensions supply eight individuals 
with 3155,000 a year, and miscellaneous pensions 
netr $75,000, or a total of $1,742,000. The difference 
between our pension system and that of England 1s 
that we distribute in small payments to thousands 
the millions they concentrate in payments to hun- 
dreds.

This resolution diu not go so far as to give to Ad- 
miral Benham the thanks of Congress, so highly 
prized by officers of the Army and Navy, but itex- 
pressed the approval of the House of Representa- 
tives of his patriotic action. Mr. Money asked for 
the immediate consideration of his resolution, but 
upon the objection of Mr. Simpson, the Populist 
Representative from Kansas, it was referred to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. That Committee, at 
its meeting on Tuesday, made a unanimous report 
in favor of the adoption of the resolution, and it 
will be called up in the House at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 








A CORRESPONDENT suggests that in view of the 
fact that Col. Forsyth and other Army officers 
strongly recommend the Keeley cure, a part of tne 
profits of the canteen should be appropriated to pay- 
ing the expenses of soldiers addicted to the vice of 
intemperance at some Keeley institute.

THE report presented to the House by Mr, Cum- 
minge, from the Committee on Nayal Affairs, on 
Mr. Holman’s resolution of inquiry concerning the 
premiums paid to contractors of war vessels for the 
Navy is oneof the most convincing documents of 
the kind we have ever seen.

vouched for to the committee, in spite of previous 
discreditable transactions of which he could hardly 
have been ignorant. Toe Committee report in sub- 
stance that nota single fact was presented upon 
which to base an investigation. Yet they did in- 
vestigate, with the result of proving affirmatively, 
as well as pegatively,that no premium has ever been 
paid that was uot fairly earned under the contract. 





Tue choice of Commo. Richard W. Meade, for 
the command of the North Atlantic Squadron isan 
excellent one. His career in command is likely to 
be 8 peaceful one, but he is a man of intense national 
spirit, and we may be sure that the “ hauling down 
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of the American fiag,”’ or anything of that nature, 
would prove an unhealthy business were Commo. 
“Dick ” Meade around. Still, his action, whatever 
it might be in an emergency, would be controlled 
by sound judgmentand ripe experience. He is an 
able officer and isin the full vigor of active and 
energetic manhood. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Secretary Herbert appeared before .a sub-com- 
mittee of tbe Appropriation Committee on Tuesday 
last, to advocate s deficiency appropriation for 
lengthening the top-heavy enun-boats, Castine and 
Machios. He asked for $50.000 for each boat. The 
committee asked him to submit a detailed estimate 
in writing, The appropriation will be included in 
the geveral deficiency bill. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill reported to 
the House of Representatives on Saturday last, ap- 
propriates $32,306.352.80, against $41,716,31115 ap- 
propriated by last year’s bill. There have been 
general reductions througbout the bill, and the items 
in which the Army is interested have been kapt 
down slong with the others. For the construction 
of buildings at military posts and for the enlarge- 
ment of such posts as, in the judgment of the Secre- 
tary of War, may be necessary, the appropriation is 
but $200,000. Last year there was appropriated for 
this item $350 000, and the estimates for the present 
bill were $704,000. For the completion of the Chicka- 
mauga and “ba'tanooga National Park the appro-- 
priation is $75.000 against $100,000 appropriated last 
year, and $151 000 estimated for the present bill. The 
Artillery school at Fort Monroe gets $5 000, the same 
as Jast year, ani the [nfantrv and Cavalry School 
at Fort Leavenwortb. gets $1,500. the same as last 
year. The Military Prison ac Fort Leavenworth, 
gets $75,820, against $76,240, appropriated last year 
and $84,919 estimated. Tne total amount to be ap- 
pr’ pti» ted under the head of Armories and Arsenals 
18 $185,458 80 against $290,900 appropriated last year. 
It ia divided as follows: Rock Island. $62,250; Benicia, 
$15,000; Colum bia, $2,400; Frankford, $15,000; Indian- 
apolis, $8.£00; Sandy Hock, $2,500; Sprineti-ld, $10,- 
000; Testing Machine at Watertown, $10,000; Water- 
viiet, $11,858 80; and contingent. repairs at Arrenale, 
250,000. The Revenue Marine Service gets $175 000, 
tor the construction of each of the two first-clase 
cutters provided for in previous acts. One of these 
vessels is to be for service on the Great Lakes, and 
the other is for the New Eogland Coast, 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs hss made 
a favorable report on the bill to promote Commo. 
Oscar C, Badger, retired, to the rank of a rear ad- 
wiral on the retired list. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the bill to promote the efficiency 
of the naval militia by the loan to the various States 
baving such militia organized a proper vessel of the 
United States for use as an armory and for drill 
purposes. The bill also proposes to authorize the 
Secretary to detail not more tban six men of there- 
gular Navy to duty with each vessel thus loaned as 
sbip- keepers. 

Tbe sub-Committee on Fortifications of the House 
Committee on Appropriations settled the vexed 
question of the proportion to be paid by tbe civilian 
occupants of the Ft. Movroe military reservation of 
the expense of constructing a sewerage system and 
making other necessary improvements on the reser 
vation. The Fortification Appropriation bill as re- 
ported to the House provided that the Secretary of 
War should fix the proportion of the expenses to be 
borne by the civilian occupants of the reservation. 
A number of representatives of the hotel interests 
appeared before the sub-committee this week 
and asked that the proportion to be contributed by 
them be fixed. It was decided that the expanse of 
the sewerage system should be /imited to $50 000, and 
tbat one half that amount should be paid by the 
Government and the other half by civilians living 
on the reservation. It was decided that the ex- 
penses of all other improvements on the reservation 
sbould be divided in tbe same proporrion, 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has sub- 
mitted an adverse report on the bill proposing to 
change tue name of the U. 8. Naval Observatory to 
to tbe U. 8S. National Observatory, and while pro- 
posing to allow it to remain under the control of 
the Secretary of the Navy, provides that it ehall be 
taken from the management and direction of the 
officers of the Navy. The report was unanimous 
and it speaks in the highest terms of the results ob- 
tained under the present system. Incidentally the 
report comments on the necessity of selecting prop- 
erly qualified man for detail as superintenden: of 
the observatory, and says that when & map pecul- 
well fitted for the post is found tbe usual rule limit- 
ing the term of shore duty ought to be relaxed and 
he ougbt to be allowed to remain in charge for a 
long term of years. es 

Tne House Comwmittee on Military Affaire, in look- 
ing about for chances to economize, bas bad under 
consideration the question of reducing the pumber 
of officers in sone of the staff corpse. The sub-com- 
mittee on the Army appropriation bill has sot yet 
finally disposed of the matter, but such strong ar- 
gumepts have been made by War Department offi- 
cial against reductions that it is probable none will 
be made. It has been decided, however, that the 
increase asked for 1n the Inspector General's De- 
partment will not be made. 

Tbe House Committee on Military affairs ordered 
a favorable report on Friday on the bill to pay tne 
beirs of the late Henry W. Freedicy, retired, $31,000, 
The committee bad expected to cowplete tbe Mill- 
tary Academy appropriation bill, but it wept over 
until next week. It will appropriate about $400,000, 
being $32.000 less than last year, aod nearly $30,000 
jess than the first draft of this year’s bill.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND THE GUARD. 


A PUBLICATION which will attract general atten- 
tion in National Guard circles will shortiv be issued 
by the War Department. It is the reports of the 
various officers detailed to inspect the Militia and 
otber data and information respecting the citizen 
soldiery which bas been co!lected from different 
sources. The Department bas exercised great care 
in the compilation of the report and it will contain 
data whicb bas heretofore not been incorporated 
in any publication. In the words of one of the offi- 
cers in charge of the work it is intended as an effi- 
ciency record of the Guard, and will show the util- 
ity of the organization in the event of emergency. 

The reports to the Department from the State 
Adjutauts-General this year have been fuller than 
usual, and contain a vast amount of detailed infor- 
mation of value to the Department. The officials 
are also gratified at the fact that for the first time 
reports have been received from every State and 
Territory in the Union, showing the condition of 
ite Guard. Alaskais the only exception, and the 
Officials are daily «xpecting a report of the effi- 
ciency of the forty men who compose the National 
Guard of the largest Territory ot the United States. 

This report represents the total organized militia 
of the various States and Territories as 112,190 or 306 
leas tban the organization reported for the previous 
year. But while many of the States lost in numbers 
there were material gains in others. It is noticeable 
that most of the big militia States lost while those 
bavipe small ofganizations generally increased 
New York and Pennsylvania, for instance, lost 9% 
and 13 respectively, while Alabama and other 
Southern States had small gains. The total organiz\- 
tion of each State is reported ae follows; Alabama, 
2,960; Arkansas, 981; California, 4,944; Colorado. 827; 
Connecticut. 2751; Delaware, 330; Florida, 1,011; 
Georgia, 3,535; Idano, 232; Lilinois, 4777; Ladian», 2.

Louisiana, 1,249; Maine, 1,064; Maryland. 2,118; Masea- 
chusetts, 8,566: Michigan, 281; Minnesota, 1.801; 
Miesissippi, 1.705; Missouri, 2,415; Montana, 526; 
Nebraska, 1,086; Nevado. 493; New Hampshire, 1,255; 
New Jersey, 3915; New York, 12,810: North Carolina, 
1.782; North Dakota. 479; Ohio, 6 125; Orewon, 1,575; 
Penpsylvania, 8614; Rhode Island, 1,476; South 
Carolina, 5,440; South Dakota, 779; Tennessee, 1,794; 
Texar, 2.781; Verment, 784; Virgioia, 3,221: Washine- 
top, 1,702; West Virginia, 900; Wieconsin, 2,721;

997. Of this latter class, New Yor« and Illinois con-

LEGISLATION AT ALBANY. 


THE usual crop of bills for new armorier, or for 
repairs to old armories, has apneared in the New 
York Legislature. The sum of $3,600 is asked for 
window guards, ventilators and painting at the 
Troy armory ; $20,179 for a gallery in the drill hall, 
for painting the walis of the same and for lighting 
and heating at the Mohawk Armory; 25,000 to ex- 
tend and improve therifie range at Bath-on- Hud- 
son ; $300,000 for enlarging the drill room, and for 
repairs generally, at the 47th Regiment Armory, 
aud $32 600 for a new armore at Tonawanda. Per- 
mission is asked that the Bard of Supervisors of 
Kings County may issue $25 000 in bonds to change 
the old armorv of the 231 Regiment into an armory 
for the 3d Battery. An amendment to the Military 
Code is asked so that military parades may be made 
by the Sons of Veterans. Senator Cantor has io- 
troduced his bill, that failed last year, traneferriog 
the power of the Board of Education of New York 
Oity (especially in regard to the schoolship St. 
Mary's) to a newly created State nautical school +o 
be in charge of the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and four citizens of the State to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. 

A bill of interest to veterans appropriates $50,000 
to the several posts of the G. A. A. for the care aad 
support of indigent veterans or their families.

tered ip. If any of the many excellent men belong- 
ing to the disbanded companies of the Sixty-ninth 
desire to re-enlist they can do so in the existing 
‘companies of the battalion. The redemption of the 
Kigbth and Sixty ninth bas been left in the hands 
of Gen. Fitzgeraid, who, with the support of Gen- 
eral Headquartevs, can bring about the desired end 
if apyore cap. At present it is his wish to first 
make the ba*talions thoroughly efficient before try 
ing toiners.ase them to regiments, and this is the 
only wis*, thing to do.

GUN DETACHMENT, N. J.—LIEUT. FISH. 


THE anpual mid-winter encampment of the creck Gun 
D«etacbment of the 2d Regiment, N. G.N.J., was beld in 
ibeir armory at Orange, N.J.,. on Saturday evening, Jan.

Numerous candles, with bayo- 
nets for candle-sticks, soon brigbtened things in the region 
of the tents, and then tollowed an evening in camp full of 
good things in the musical line. The detachment boys 
bummed the pretty accompaniment to Cottage Fair (Be- 
scbnitt), the solo being sung mcst acceptably by Mr. Varian 
Banks.

Naval Militia. 


New York.—The annual report of the Ist Naval Battalion, 
Comdr., Miller,to the Aojutant General, is an it teresting 
document. It gives the details of the cruise of 1893, useful 
information concerning naval militia, and roster of bat- 
talion. Referring to the U.S8.8. New Hampshire, assigned 
by the Navy Department for the use of the battalion, 
Comér. Miller says: *“*Tbe Armory Board of the City of 
New York appropriated $16,000 for alterationsand improve 
ments to the New Hampshire. The contractor began work 
upon the ship on Apri! 15. Tne alterations consisted in gen- 
eral sbipjoiners’ work, replacing the old and wornout steam 
plant with new piping, radiators ana boilers ; the ship was 
re wired for electric light, and the storerooms and steerages 
fitted with loekers so as to make them serviceable for the 
tour divisions. The vessel was aiso thoroughly painted, and 
the spar deck made available for infantry drills. In addi- 
tion to all these improvementsthe members of the battalion 
have spent $3,000 upon the New Hampshire. The better. 
ments have been made of substantial benefit from a naval 
point of view, and bavé also rendered the vessel a floating 
armory, well equipped for winter drills, and serviceable for 
the cruise during the summer.” Understanding that there 
is still some $2.000 remaining from the $16.00) appropriated 
by the city, Comar, Miller requests the Acjutant- General to 
use bis ir fluence with the Armory Board to have the bal- 
unce ar plied to reimburse the members of tbe battalion for 
the $3,000 expended by them in permanent improvements, 


provements, and I do not think it advisable from a military 
or naval standpoint, to allow the men to pay for them, as 
they cover work which could not be put in acontract. A 
careful es'imate sbows that the maintenance of this ship 
in the future will fall far below the ordinary rental, or the 
interest on the money necessary to construct an armory. 
The sbip is moored at a most convenient locality, the prox- 
imity of the various horse ear lines to the pier rendering 
her very easy of access. I would respectfully recommend 
that measures be taken to obtain the ship permanently 
from the Navy Department. In connection with the New 
Hampshire, I would express my appreciation of the cour- 
teous manperin which the Mavor and Armory Boar sec- 
onded our efforts to obtain the New Hampshire, and of their 
subsequent prompt action in fitiing ber up.”*
